The subject of the new birth isfa 





new birth, conversion, an gener- 
ation to mean the same, While in 
a more strict sense the new birth is 
that change where by the grace of 
God the sinner becomes the child of 
God, regeneration means ‘‘repro- 
duction, the act of forming into a 
new and better state,’’? and conver- 
sion means to turn from one state 
to another, to turn from sin to God. 

Since there is such a diversity of 
opinion on the doctrine of the new 
birth, we desire to give only such 
thoughts as may be easily substanti- 
ated by the word of God, hence will 
find it necessary to refer often there- 
to for proof of the position we take 
on the subject. 

Those who receive the new birth 
are those who receive Jesus Christ 
by believing on Him. ‘‘But as 
many as received Him to them 
gave He power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe 
on His name: which were born not 
of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God.”’ 
WHEN WERE THEY THUS 
BORN? When they received Jesus 
by believing on Him, it was this 
that brought about the birth. ‘‘He 
that believeth on the Son HATH 
life.’’ If believing in Jesus is the 
condition to the new birth, then as 
soon as that believing takes place, 
the birth must be accomplished. 
‘‘He that belieth HATH,’’— is in 
the present tense, RIGHT NOW. 
There is a point to be gained where 
it may be said ‘TIS DONE the 
great transaction’s done, | am my 
Lord’s and He is mine.’’ 
then passed from death unto life, we 
have turned from sin to God, and 
see His smiling face as He speaks 
the pardon, and renews the heart 
and writes our name on the book of 
life, and the angels in heaven re- 
joice that a sinner has returned 
home. The burden of sin has roll-

entered a new life. old things are 
passed, all has become new. Mt. 
Paul declares ““If any man be IN 
CHRIST HE ISA NEW CREAT- 
URE” (2Cor 5;17) and thus the new 


creature is brought into existence, 


THEN THERE IS A BIRTH, and 
at NO OTHER TIME. So if we are 
not in Christ, we are not yet a new 
creature, and if not yet born of 
God, we are NOT IN CHRIST. 

We date our earthly life from the 
day we were born, the unborn are 
not counted, so spiritually, the Word 
was being preached, the Spirit was 
working, but we were not counted 
until we came THROUGH, sins and 
all the past under the blood, and 
then we could look up and say 
‘‘Father, for the Spirit within wit- 
nessed that we were His child (Rom, 
8, 17), or again, ““And because ye 
are sons, God hath sent forth the 
Spirit of His Son into your hearts, 
crying Abba Father.’’ (Gal. 4:6 ) 
How gloriously every one realizes 
this witness of the Spirit to his son- 
ship when the burden of sin rolls 
away. 

But what precedes this glorious 
experience? St James declares (1; 
18) ‘‘of His own will begat He us 
with the word of truth ’’? St Peter 
1;23 says ““Born again * * * * * % 
hy the word God.’? In 1Cor. 4315 
St Paul says “‘For in Christ Jesus 
I have begotten you THROUGH 
THE Gospel.’’? This is generally 
the way men get saved, or born in- 
to God’s family, through the preach- 
jng of the word of God in the 
“POWER OF THE HOLY GHOST 
SENT DOWN FROM HEAVEN,”’ 
More men are needed to preach it as 
Paul preached it, and to ‘‘travail in 
birth’? (Gal. 4;19) as he declared 
he did ‘‘till Christ be formed in the 
heart.’? If our ministers could get 
the burden of souls on their hearts 
more, that they tod might travail in 
spirit for the lost, surely there would 
be more births, more born into the 
family of God. 

St. Paul further states (Rom. 
8,14.) ‘‘as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God they are the sons of 
Gvod’’?. Then when the sinner re- 
nounces sin and satan and all in 
service, and by faith receives na_- 


don, he henceforth has the Spirit 
with him to lead him as he goes on 
the way toward heaven. Beiore pen- 
tecost Jesus told His disciples that 
the Holy Ghost was with them, but 
after pentecost He was to be IN 
THEM. Deny the new convert of 
the witness, fellowship, joy, illumi. 
n.tion, comfort and guidance of the 
Spirit and what would he have left? 

Again we read “Whosoever com- 
mitteth sin is of the devil’‘, or 
again ‘‘Whosoever is born of God 
“IN THIS 
the children of God are manifested 
and the children of the devil’’. 
Whatever else you may say ofa 
child of God, He says they do not 
sin. Again “‘Whatsoever is born of 
God overeometh the world’’. ‘“Who 
is he that overcometh the world, but 
he that believeth that Jesus is the 
Son of God’’. St. John further 
says (5.18) ““We know that whoso- 
ever is bornof God sinneth not, but 
he that is begotten of God keepeth 
himself and that wicked one touch- 
eth him not’’. Notice the expression 
“born of God’? and “‘hegotten of 
God” are used in the same sense. 
in some versions of the Bible they 
are both translated “‘born of God’’, 
and all the connection shows this to 
he the true sense of this passage. 


doth not commit sin’’. 


Gal 3, 26 says ‘‘all are the children 
of God by faith in Christ Jesus.” 
And in many places we are taught 
that we are not only made God’s 
children by faith, but live stand and 
overcome by faith, and we get the 
deep things of God by faith, and by 
faith we go on and on from victory 
to victory, and translation glory will 
be the reward of faith in Jesus.
